York Springs residents were saving 
w ater today while the com m unity's 
water com pany 
sought

m ains where leaks had perm itted 
th e 
town's 
reservoir 
to 
run 
dry 
C hristm as Day. 
Fire C hief Paul W olf said su f­ 
ficient water was com ing through 
th e m ains, although at very low- 
pressure. to allow- drinking water 
and cooking All of the water com ing 
into the tow-n cam e from springs 
w hich norm ally feed the reservoir. 
Discovery that the reservoir was 
em pty cam e at about 9:45 o'clock 
T uesday night. 
York Springs officials, noting a 
decline in the water level of the 
reservoir over the last two weeks, 
had thoroughly cleaned and plugged 
cracks in the reservoir last week, 
and had believed they had found all 
leaks, 
An engineer railed in at that time 
had surveyed the, line and had ex ­ 
pressed The belief that there were 
leaks at 
two spots where m ains 
joined, but it was not believed that 
th e leaks were very serious and 
plans were m ade to repair them in 
the near future. 
Christm as Day the pressure 
in 
the m ains apparently pushed out 
w hat rem ained of the seal around 
the joints of the m ains at the two 
locations, one near the Lutheran 
Church 
and 
the other 
near the 
west end 
of the 
town, 
and 
the 
water gushed out of 
the m ains, 
draining the reservoir. The water 
apparently drained off underground 
and was not observed from the sur­ 
face. 
W ith the reservoir em pty, York 
Springs firemen stood by with filled 
water tanks in their trucks and also 
asked Gettysburg Fire D epartm ent 
to stand by with its 500-gallon water 
carrying pumpers in case of fire 
need in the York Springs area until 
the mains can be repaired. 
This morning under the direction 
of Frank Zager of the water depart­ 
m ent, the m ains were opened at the 
breaks and repairs were being e f­ 
fected.
